Who Makes the APS-13? 


The answer may surprise you. From Ed Hanlon: 
“Why have Antennacraft build my FM antenna 
when I think they build such junk for Radio 
Shack? Several reasons: 

1.) Since this is an FM antenna, NOT A TV 
ANTENNA, Antennacraft's standard elements 
are MORE THAN AMPLE for the job, because the 
elements are so much shorter. The longest 
element tip-to-tip length on an APS-13 is 67", 
versus 110" on a TV antenna. I had the option of 
using TDP element stock, but it was totally 
unnecessary. No needless added expenses for 
my DX buddies. 

2.) Antennacraft was willing to custom cut 
elements for me. Other antennas on the market 
use mono-spaced, mono length director 
schemes, which guarantees inferior performance 
compared to a properly designed modern 
antenna like an APS-13. This was a huge 
problem, and threw Winegard right out of the 
picture. 

3.) Unlike Channel Master, Antennacraft was 
eager to build for me! They checked in just this 
week to see if | needed anything. Antennacraft is 
a terrific company to work with. 

If | were to have my own line of TV antennas, | 
would have Antennacraft build them, using the 
TDP element stock. They've already said they'd 
be willing to do so. 

The design of my antennas is mine and mine 
alone. As a matter of fact, Antennacraft is under 
orders NOT to assist in the design of custom 
antennas. 

| trust that answers your questions, and makes 
clear that my criticisms of Radio Shack's TV 
antennas are in no way in conflict with my 
business practices. Antennacraft can't help it if 
Tandy Corp. tells them to build this antenna, 
using these parts, at a price they cannot exceed. 
That's what happens when large corporations’ 
beancounters have control, and the end result is: 
a Radio Shack TV antenna. 


How | Started Dxing 


Once again in this irregular feature in the 
Mailbox, we humiliate another WTFDA member 
by telling the story of how he began in the hobby 
of Dxing. Little Lenny Goldberg tells us his story: 


“My parents used to put me to sleep by having 
the radio on in my room. It was tuned to "Gaslight 
Previews" on WPAT, Patterson. But when | was 
about 6 (1954) | switched the dial to Alan Freed 
on WINS 1010. Once when "You Made Me Love 
You" by Screamin’ Jay Hawkins was playing, my 
dad stormed into the room and turned it off.

Eventually | found the Vane A. Jones 
list in a Pop Electronics mag. | called my new 
hobby, which | imagined that | had invented, 
“scanning”. After | busted the antenna off the 
radio from turning it too far, | acquired that Fuji 
Denki transistor radio that you already know fell 
in the bathtub. | was surprised and crushed when 
| found out that dXing already existed as a hobby, 
and Al Gore, not I, invented it. | also have 
exciting TV and FM stories, but, dear reader, it's 
YOUR turn now’.

This is T.E.P. This is one of the most exotic forms of long- 
distance TV and FM reception known today. TEP is known

in many parts of the world today. But if you live in the 
TRAN S- EQu ATO RI AxL United States, you will probably never hear it. 
PROPAGATION This propagation is believed to occur in the F layer of the 
ionosphere. (the same layer responsible for long-distance 
shortwave signals) It is said to peak around the spring and fall equinoxes, between 5-10pm, and especially 
near sunspot peaks. Paths involved are those perpendicular to, and roughly equidistant from, the magnetic 
equator. (southern Brazil to the eastern Caribbean qualifies). In South Africa, TEP peaks shortly after local 
sunset and lasts up to about 2 hours (around 20-21.00 local time). The first period is characterized by steady 
signals, the second phase is accompanied by a fast "flutter-fade” which also carries the highest frequencies, 
but copy is difficult due to the fast fading. The north-south path is 100% favored, with a maximum slant of 
about 15-20 degrees from this direct line. Best results occur if both stations are approximately equidistant 
from the equator, and when the sun is at equinox in September and March (over the equator). The mode is 
totally dependant of solar activity, and the ionized layers appear to condense into reflecting layers as the 
atmosphere cools at local sunset In South Africa, the whole path is over land, except between Japan and 
Australia, where it is over the sea; due to the low angles of reflection, the sea acts as a mirror at VHF 
frequencies. 


Radio amateurs discovered this propagation mode on 145mHz when an Argentine ham heard the satellite 
signals of a Venezuelan ham -- on the “uplink”-- in the mid-1970s. Signals have been reported as high as 
432mHz, which suggests UHF TV could be propagated! There have been reliable reports of FM broadcast 
signals being propagated this way before, over the same Venezuela-Argentina path over which the mode was 
first discovered. 


Signal levels can be very high, consistent with reception on a whip antenna at FM broadcast frequencies. If 
one is located an optimum distance north or south of the TEP “pipe” less than 20 deg N or S, but not so close 
to the equator that the mode does not work, the mechanism is more pronounced, with higher signal levels. 
So far this cycle, the African TEP southern-most line is at around Johannesburg (26 deg S), with just about 
nothing getting further south due to the near total lack of sporadic E in South Africa, but links up to Finland 
and Norway in recent months by TEP have been observed combining with sporadic E in Europe. Typically 
amateur signals are heard with signal reports of 5/5 to 5/9 in far northern Europe under these conditions, 
while signal levels on the South African end usually 5/1. 


The mechanism is terrible for TV video signals. They are seldom recognizable, even in the best conditions, 
best ID method on TV is audio recognition of the content of the sound carrier, (if the MUF goes that high), 
or precise measurement of the vision carrier frequency.

In November of 1999, WIFDA club member Jorge Aloy along with 3 members of the Argentinian DX Club 
“Grupo Radioescucha Platense” took an 800km journey from the Buenos Aires area to Cerro Chato, a town 
in the center of Uruguay, on a Dxpedition to hear TEP FM reception. The receiver was a Harmon Kardon 
FM tuner with modified Ifs, a 5 element yagi (half wave) on a mast 2 meters over the roof of a hotel. Here 
are the results:

Forum & Other Stuff 


It’s been a slow month. I’m gradually adapting from my old dBase III+ database to a new version 
using MySQL - there are a few glitches left to be worked out. 


Note the new full-license (though relatively low power) channel 6 in New Mexico. At only 1.7kw 
(with an application for 6kw) it will be a tough catch, but possible, KREZ [6] in nearby Durango 
has been logged several times on Es despite only 6.2kw of power. It should also be noted that 
KOBG’s tower is significantly higher than KREZ’s. Timothy Johnson reports that KOBG’s calls 
have been added to the KOB [4] ID slide. (along with KOBR [10], KOBF [12], and numerous 
translators) 


FCC Chair William Kennard has raised a bit of a ruckus in the industry. Frustrated with the slow 
roll-out of DTV, he’s threatened to suggest the imposition of large and increasing spectrum fees on 
stations’ analog spectrum. Stations’ response is that the DTV implementation is on schedule, and 
the abandonment of analog spectrum cannot occur until cable systems agree to carry the DTV 


signals. 


Rick Plummer in Iowa found a copy of KFXA [28]’s Equal Employment Opportunity report on their 
website. This report indicates that a meteorologist and a news reporter have been hired since 
August; presumably this station and its satellite KFXB {40] will begin local newscasts soon if they 
haven’t already. One should expect this to happen at other Fox affiliates. Fox is strongly 
encouraging all their affiliates to begin local newscasts. 


In another industry trend... Jeff Kitsko is seeing some interesting PSAs on WNPA [19] Pittsburgh. 
They have WPSG [57] (Philadelphia) IDs inserted. Jeff speculates the station is being run from 
Philadelphia, and he’s probably right. One would hope they’d develop separate PSA inserts for the 
Pittsburgh station, but I suppose that’s not top priority<grin>. 


To answer Bill Eckburg’s question about K68DK Overland Park, Kansas in his Western TV report 
of October. This station is indeed a translator of channel 14 in Lawrence. The primary has since 
changed its official callsign from K14JY to KUJH-LP. 


If you get this before the 7*, (and assuming you’re in the U.S.) yote. It’s your most effective action 
to present your positions on DTV and LPFM, not to mention all those other issues that have nothing 
to do with DX... 1 1

was a bit annoying then the NAME block just 
displayed “ ” and the TEXT block had to be 
advanced to. Fading would often not permit a full 
TEXT display if it were verbose (and some ARE!). 
Old reflex habits often had me running the tape 
recorder while waiting for an RDS signal to 
lock/stabilize (raw 57 kHz is well beyond what a 
1-7/8 ips unit could capture!). 

All in ail, it still could induce “jaw dropping’ as 
'Ds would pop up in fractions of a second - with 
signals often gone before a music selection had 
ended. A few stations have been come across 
that use the TEXT block for currently playing 
son/artist (and even ads!). If more than perhaps 
10% of US stations utilized RDS it would 
revolutionize FM DXing techniques (and | wouldn't 
accrue so many C-90s to plow thru later to figure 
out ads, slogans, etc.).

Not scenic like Bob Seybold's hill in Dunkirk, NY, but I've had FM tropo 
from NE, IA, MN and MO to the west, KY and TN to the southwest, WV to the south, Montreal, PQ to the east 
and Timmins to the north. I've yet to try the TV here when the signals are really pounding in from afar, so I 
have something to look forward to. When I DX TV downtown, it's an NEC auto-color TV with a small two-bay 
on UHF and bow-tie on VHF. I've had TV here from Burlington, VT, York, PA and Toledo, OH. But when it 
gets hot here like that I go mobile. My two portables will come in very handy at Burnt River for Es next 
summer. I got them after the Es season ended. Next summer I hope to have both running on video, and I'll be 
DXing FM audio. Maybe more if I pick up anything decent at garage and ham sales this fall. Al! this to say I'll 
be reporting here much more often than in the past.

Morning DX on August 10 was into Illinois, 
Indiana and Iowa, evening DX on that same date into 
western Missouri, moving into eastern KS in the 
morning hours of August 11.

MINNESOTA 
MEMORIES 


(Written by WITFDA member John Ebeling who 
was a teenager when TV came to Duluth: but 
even before that kept an eye to the south for 
early activity in Minneapolis-St. Paul.) 


INTRODUCTORY COMMENTS: I saw my 
first TV during, a trip to Chicago in the 
summer of 1948. A friend of my father had 
a 17" DuMont set; an expensive model that 
not only tuned TV, but the FM band as well 
since it had a continuous type tuner. I 
guess, at the time, I was more interested in 
the FM band since Duluth had only one FM 
station on the air at that time.. WEBC-FM at 
92.3 mHz. Anyway, I had an interesting few 
days tuning that old DuMont across both the 
FM&TV bands. -- John Ebeling 


Local service had not arrived in Duluth 
when my interest in distant television reception 
began to develop in 1948. The closest 
transmitters were about 150 miles away in 
Minneapolis-St. Paul. KSTP-TV 5 came on the 
air in April of 1948, followed shortly thereafter 
by WTCN-TV 4. WTCN was the forerunner of 
WCCO-tv. Both stations were operating with 
about 25 KW of power from a height of about 
500 feet. 


In 1949, a few TV antennas began 
appearing in Duluth, mostly on the local 
taverns. It should be noted that Duluth is 
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situated on the side of a hill which is 
approximately 700 feet high. Most places on 
the hillside have a line of sight of about 40 to 
50 miles to the horizon. 


Each day on my walk home from High 
School during 1949 & 1950, | would look 
through a window at a TV set in a tavern that | 
would pass by. Some days the picture would 
be quite good; other days it was weak or just a 
screen full of snow. 


In the summer of 1950 | persuaded my 
parents to buy a TV set. | was sure that we 
could get a picture often enough to make it 
worthwhile. This idea was based on my two 
years of active FM DXing and also using a 
slope-detection type FM tuner which | had 
modified to allow the audio of channel 5 to be 
received. 


At that time, no one sold TV sets in Duluth, 
so off we went to the Twin Cities to buy a set. 
We purchased a 16” RCA console for $329 
and hauled it back to Duluth. For you techs, 
this was a KCS-47A chassis and used metal 
shell round 16" CRT, a 16AP4. Also purchased 
a TACO double-stacked antenna which was 
cut for channels 4 & 5. This was a 5 element 
(per bay) antenna. 


Since we lived about halfway up the Duluth 
hillside and had a clear shot to the horizon, the 
antenna was mounted atop the house using a 
short 20’ mast and guyed with four wires. Twin 
lead, with several twists per foot, was used as 
a feed line. Co-ax cable and required fittings 
were not readily available at that time. 


Well, believe it or not, everything worked 
the first time. We were able to get a viewable 
picture maybe 40% of the time. Some 
evenings, nothing. Other times the signal was 
almost like a local station. 


In 1951 & 1952, experimentation to improve 
signal strength was the name of the game. 
Various boosters were either purchased or 
constructed, most of which were written off 
since the noise level(s) were increased as 
much, if not more than, the signal level itself. 


“RADIO-TELEVISION NEWS’, in the early 
50s, had numerous construction articles for TV 
boosters. We lived on a bus line and ignition 
interference from buses was picked up when 
the bus was as far as a block away. One of the 
local hospitals sometimes radiated a type of 
interference which would wipe out reception of 
channel 4. 


One Duluth resident, who had a large city 
lot, constructed a large double-stacked 
rhombic antenna array. This antenna, used 
with a Kaye-Halbert TV set, usually provided a 
watchable picture on evenings when 
conditions were so poor that other 
conventional antenna systems produced 
nothing. Remember, this was with insensitive 
sets (by today’s standards) and lower radiated 
power by the TV stations. Popular TV sets 
used in the "fringe area" of Dututh in the early 
50s included Hallicrafters, Hoffman (with the 
green safety glass), and a few Admirals and 
Setchell-Carison brands. 


Es was common each summer in 1951 
and 1952. During my free periods at the 
University, | would go home and DX in the 
summer. WKY-4 in Oklahoma City seemed to 
be somewhat of a regular, along with old 
KPRC-2 in Houston. This early Es was written 
up quite often in Radio-Television News issues 
of the era. They had a pretty good DX column 
back then. | found Es most likely about 11 AM 
or so, Back then, most stations ran test 
patterns (with calls on them) for hours prior to 
the regular programs, so it made identification 
of stations very easy. A list of stations received 
in Duluth during 1951-52 is provided at the 
end of this article. 


When the new cascade tuners (twin triode) 
came out in late 1952 (using a 6BQ7 RF 
amplifier tube) which provided increased gain 
and lower noise figure, they were then the 
“ultimate” in weak signal! reception. | then 
modified our RCA TV by installing a new 
Standard-Kollsman strip type tuner in place of 
the original RCA wafer type of tuner. It was, of 
course, impossible to make any direct 
reception comparisons, but the new tuner 
certainly seemed to help in the overall 
reception aspect. 


The VHF freeze imposed by the FCC was 
on, and Duluth finally got a UHF station, 
WFTV-38 sometime in 1953, as | recall. The 
area started sprouting bow-tie antennas 
feeding various types of UHF converters. 
WFTV was only using about 40 KW, so 
reception was somewhat limited. | first learned 
of the somewhat weird problems associated 
with UHF reception way back then. | bought 
and installed a channel 38 conversion strip for 
the Standard tuner in the RCA for easy 
conversion to UHF. We were only about a mile 
ftom the WFTV tower, so we had an excellent 
ghost-free picture. Fine tuning was critical 
though, as that early RCA TV set was a 
Split-sound (not intercarrier) receiver. 


! had moved to the Twin Cities in 1953, but 
visited my Duluth home nearly every weekend. 
! did some DXing, but kept no record of Es 
during the 1953 season. In March of 1954, the 
first Duluth VHF stations came on the air on 
channels 3 & 6. This, of course, pretty much 
wiped out the low channels for DXing as we 
were only a mile from both transmitters. 
WFTV-38, having lost network affiliations to 
the VHFs, soon ceased operation.
